OMAHA. May 6.—Operations of 
the Colonial Timber and Coal Cor- 
poration, which claimed to hold 
title to 147,000 acres of West Vir- 
ginija lend and which figures 
prominently in the report of the 
Federa] crand jury that yesterday 
returned indictments charging 
twenty-five men with conspiracy 
to use the malls to defraud, came 
into the legal limelight several 
weeks ago at the trial of Thomas 
H, Matters, Omaha attorney. 

Matters faced a charge in State 
Court of aiding tn the embezzie- 
ment of $200,000 from the defunct 
Pioneer State Bank of Omaha, the 
jury in his trial disagreeing. 

Under the Federal indictment 
Matters is alleged to have been in- 
volved in the forming of the Co- 
lonial Corporation and in assisting 
the transfer of ite bonds to the 
now defunct Guaranty Securities 
Company and Pioneer State Bank. 

The Federal indictment returned 
yesterday against Matters and 
twenty-four others -alleges con- 
spiracy to induce purchases. of 
stock of the Guaranty Securities 
Company at excessive prices and 
that title to the Colonial Corpora- 
tion. whose bonds found their way 
into banks controlled by the se- 
curities company is worthless.

Bing Kong Men Fear Hostile 
Gunmen’s Invasion 


Chinatown Squad Ready to 
Quell Tong Outbreak 


BY BEN A. MARKSON 

The stolid-visaged joss of the 
Bing Kong tong sits tn his gaudy, 
gilt-wood shrine in the temple of 
the Apablaza street, and broods 
over his goblets of untasted tea and 
rice cakes and bits of chicken giz- 
zard. 
Thrice each day the keeper of 
the josshouse pours fresh tea into 
the tiny, glazed goblets which re- 
main forever uptasted. As the 
fixed, material representative of 
Buddha, he has his place, but his 
presence is merely a symbol. He is 


useless to protect the hides of his 
celestial worshippers. Even Bud- 
dha, himeelf, ‘as an uncertain fac- 
tor when it comes to safeguarding 
ithe lives of the Orientals, al- 
‘though it ts averred, and is quite 
probable as such matters go, that 
he takes a keen interest in Chinese 
souls. 


FAITH IN POLICE 


So, when the safety ef Bing Kong 
tongmen is imperiled, as happens to 
be the case at present, they rele- 
| gate their spiritual welfare to Bud- 
| dha and to their joss, and their ma- 
‘terial welfare to “Lookee How,” 
white policeman. They in- 
scribe their family names on the 
/walls of the joss-house for benign 
| perusal, and their individual names 
/on a subscription Tund to pay pri- 
|vate white bodyguards. 

While the joss sits behind his 
|serolls and heavy slik tapestries, 
| Capt. Garfield Gillis, private. watch- 
| man, sits on a hard wooden bench 
/at the doorway, idly thumbing the 
trigger of a .45 caliber automatic. 
At intervals, when asked, he arises 
and escorts a group of three or four 
or five Bing Kong members to 
wherever they desire to go, and 
back again. They will not venture 
far without him, or without an 
officer of the police Chinatown 
squad. 

And this is why: 

FEAR GUNMEN 

For two months past there has 
been _bitterness between the Hip 
Sing tong and the Bing Kong tong. 
The trouble is scarcely discussed, 
and the details are not likely to 
register on a white mans ear 
drums. Suffice it to remark that 
the difficulty concerns feuds over 
gambling and women. 

A tong war in Los Angeles 
Chinatown is a remote possibil- 
ity, but members of the two tongs 
have clashed tn the northern cities 
and there have been 
Seattle and Portland. 
Los Angeles, while the Bing Kong 
tong is one of the three local tong 
powers, rivalling the Hop Sing tong 
and the Four milies Society. 

However, the furtive actions and 
giances at the Bing Kong men are 
easily explainable. Théy fear that 
outside gunmen of the Hip Sing 
tong may ride into Chinatown in 
high-powered motor cars some 
night, spread death with their sure 
alm, and speed away again in the

QUIET AFTER MIDNIGHT 

There are few scenes of activity 
in Chinatown these nights after 
the midnight hour. A few sateen 
or denim coated Chinamen belong- 
ing to the peaceful tongs may be 
seen in their doorways enjoying a 
brief smoke from  long-stemmed 
pipes. But when the tea and herb 
shops and chop suey places close, 
the streets and shoddy buildings 
take on the quietness of the tomb.

Abundant rains in that part of 
the great Southwestern Desert 
known as Coachella Valley in 
Riverside county, unusual snow- 
fall in the surrounding mountains 
that has kept the weather cool, 
have brought out and held the des- 
ert wild flowers in a profusion and 
gorgeousness never known before. 
Under the wand of an unprec- 
edented spring this arid region)

On these age-old sea 
still strewn with fragile shells of 
ancient waters, is now a sea of 
flowers, wind rippled, breathing a 
perfurne that pervades the length 
and breadth of Coachella Valley. 
The county highway Passes 
through leagues of sand verbena 
beds, brilliant magenta against 
dun desert and brown hills. Bold- 
ly washed across yellow gray 
sands, dashing broadly over dunes, 
crowning hilltops, running into 
faint vistas and tinting distant 
slopes, they glow rosy in the clear 
sunshine and take on bluer tones 
under cloud shadows. Desert 
trails to hill coves or out to lonely 
farms, crush through acres of 
these lovely blossoms that plunge 
recklessly under auto wheels. 


MASSES OF COLOR 

Masses of desert sunflowers col- 
or the picture extravagantly with 
brilliant yellow. Tall stemmed 
and dainty, they cover field after 
uncultivated field of what will 
some day he rich date gardens, 
line the roadside and spring lush 
beside irrigation ditches, as large 
as garden marguerites and more 
colorful. Distant slopes show 
where nature has been lavish with 
this favorite wild flower hue. 

With hothouse luxuriance, 
fragilely white, yet remarkably 
persistent and rampant over the 
sands, are the desert primroses, 
eet in their follage of gray-green 
peculiar to the desert.

yellow spring blossoms; the bril- 
iflant April hue of mesquite, flecked 
with dainty desert mistletoe. In 
and out amid the wealth of bloom, 
an infinite variety of more modest 
plant life affords endless interest 
to the botanist. 

Entering Coachella Valley, and 
running down the boulevard to the 
sea or to Indio, ane finds this gor- 
geous color picture held in a frame 
of hills and mountains, that 
through constantly varying light 
and shades, sunghine and cloud, 
dawn and dusk, vie in spring gaudi- 
ness with the sea of flowers that 
washes their bases. They are bril-

Miller stated 
that eters will be taken at the 
cunvention tc fmvoke a campaign 
of puvsc educntion ag to precau- 
tlovary methods to curtail spregd 
of the dirveuse. 

“We hope to unite the two 
dominant schools of the medical 
profession,” he said, “to combat 
the spread of preventable diseases 
in California. Already great work 
has been done along.these lines by 

the ali-paths and ho>ine- 
opaths, but there is still room for 
Kreat amount of public educa- 

n. 

“Our legislators most certainly 
should pass laws to at least segre- 
gate in certian areas tubercular 
people coming into State. 
Greater precaution than this is 
taken with cattle and swine. 

“The death rate of a community 
is within reasonable limita under 
its own directions.

To one without eyes this re- 
markabie spring in the desert has 
an equal allure in its blossom odors. 
One cannot believe before motor- 
ing through the valley how the 
spicy freshness of the sand verbena 
fille the whole air. is wafted on 
every breeze far beyond the beds of 
rosy bloom. It hints of the sea 
smell, because the verbena fiour- 
ishes of our California beaches as 
well as on these sealess beaches of 
the valley. 

of the 


The perfume primrose, 
like that of a hothouse lily, in- 


creasing as night comes, is as in- 
sinuating and exhilarating as that 


of of the verbena. The familiar com- 


posite fragrance of the desert sun- 
flower, like the other wild flower 
odors, is intensified here, sweeter 
and stronger. 

But the most rare, as well as 
the most typical of the spring 
odors that make Coachella Valley 
a desert potpourri, is the aroma of 
the date palm gardens, now bilos- 
soming. This desert-garden spot is 
by no means all q virgin waste of 
wild flowers, but is fast rivalling 


the Orient in its date groves. From 
these palm blossoms exhales a 
veritable “perfume of Araby.” 
balmy, Oriental, firing the imagi- 
nation with visions of Old World 
deserts of romance and poetry, 
over which lovers rode on “stal- 
lions shod with fire”’—as one rides 
by in a modern auto. The slender, 
tvory-tinted blossom spathes that 
breathe thus exotically, now burst- 
ing from their sheaths like luvuri- 
ant plumes amid the palm follage, 
will, after summer, glow golden 
with honeyed fruit. 


FPLOWER-DECKED DUNES 

After sunset and through the 
night the odors of the desert come 
out fn their full glory, play over 


silent dunes, through whispering 
date gardens, onto ._—so sleeping 
porches, a creeping sweetness, that 
with the brilliant desert moon and 
the stars that glow big here and 
draw very near, goes to make the 
desert ai living, sentient, fasci- 
nating entity.

MANY TO STATE

western states have gained largely 
in population in the past three 
years. Since the coming of the 
Pacific Fleet to the west, the pop- 
ulation has increased more than 
for any three years previous. 
The coming of the Atlantic Fleet 
to the west coast on its cruise 
around the world in 1908. lent 
some impetus to travel toward the 
West. Thousands of le flocked 
to California and t Sound 
ports to see the great fleet under 
the command of Admira! Evans. 
Thousands of these people were 
struck with the ideal climatic con- 
ditions on the coast and settled 


here. 
the bulk 


California received 
of these people for two reasons: 
The climate was far better than 
many had expected and the fleet 
visited more California ports than 
in any other State. 

Many people believed that the 
fleet would actually remain on the 
west coast. It will be remembered 
that the 1907 Japanese war scare 
was fresh in our minds and it has 
been said that on this account the 
| Atlantic Fleet was ordered to take 
_the cruise around the world, which 
started in December, 1907. Six- 
teen powerful battleships visited 
practically every port of import- 
ance in South America, Panama. 
the west coast of the United 
States, Hawaii, Australia and New 
Zealand. Philippine Islands, China. 
Japan, Siberia, Strait Settlements, 
Ceylon, Egypt and Mediterranean 
ports. The cruise lasted some 
fourteen months and covered 
nearty fifty thousand miles, 

» Thousands of sailors. discharged 
upon the return of the fleet to 
Hampton Roads, came west to take 
up their residences here: thous- 
ands of them brought their fami- 
lies; they persuaded others to come 
and they continually wrote to their 
friends of the golden west and its 


| opportunities. 


The coming of the Pacific Fleet 
in 1919 was still a greater adver- 
tisement for the west. Most of the 
officers and enlisted men of the 
Navy were from the Atlantic sea- 
board, and their letters to home 
folk enticed many of them to come 
west; officers and enlisted men 
brought their families west, and so 
much stress did the government 
lay upon their coming that it ran 
sp@cial transports out to Califor- 
nia to brng the sailormen's fami- 
lies here. Naturally, after the wom- 
en began to talk and write. there 
were thousands of people who 
it.flUenced by them to move to the 
west coast. Forty thousand sailor- 
men attached t: the Pacific, their 
wives, families, and their friends, 
have brought a proximately a half 
million people direct: to the west. 
Or course, every sailor and officer 
ig not married, nor are but about 
15 per cent in the matrimonial 
state, but thousunds of those who 
were unmarried have found wives 
in the west and have added to the 
population.

There were other problems, too

Now everybody knows that 
“leaning” arch with a twenty-foot

The Dbaptistry, directly under 
the rostrum, is connected with 
two dressing rooms for men and 
women, respectively, by separate 
cement stairways. Candidates do 
not go in or out through the au- 
ditorilum and the congregation 
cannot see them except during 
the rites. They step down the 
stairs, gradually enter the luke- 
warm fount and move tothe cen- 
ter, where the minister conducts 
the ceremony. The chancel cur- 
tains are drawn aside and the 
baptistry is revealed on the floor 
level. All this innovation ise made 
possible from the fact that the 
front third of the rostrum floor is 
easily removable, two men shift- 
ing and replacing it with ease in 


a minute or two. 

The temple, seating 800 and 
utilized for general services, is 
brightly but indirectly illuminated 
from thirty semi-circular niches 
extending around just below the 
ceiling. containing three electric 
bulbs each and giving, with the 
stained-glass windows, a pleasing 
effect by day or by night. All 
these niches are practical venti- 
lators, connecting with Invisible 
flues from the floor and leading to 
brick shutters which constitute 
the ornamentation of the cornice.

MANY IN ONE 

The rotunda Sunday-schoo!l hall, 
in which prayer meetings and 
Bible gatherings also are held, is 
thirty feet in diameter and sur- 
rounded by ten class rooms, the 
pastor's vestry, a well-appointed 
kitchen and other facilities for 
social affairs. Each class room 
is open to the center. The wide 
interior span is supported by a 
series of twelve arches carried 
from pliers two and a half feet 
thick, steel re-enforced. For day 
lighting there are a dozen colored- 
glass windows in arches of five 
feet. half-circle radius; concealing 
electric globes for night use.

POINTS TO NEEDS 

“The question which _ the citi- 
zens of Los Angeles must answer 
‘at the bond election June 6 is 
‘simply this: “What is to be done 
) with these children?” Are they to 
be housed in school bulldings and 
educated, or. ieft to roam 
streets? That we are losing in the 
race to house our school children 
is best seen from the fact that two 
years ago there were 105 half-day 
classe’. and now there are 765 
such classes, with more than 721,- 
000 children on half time. 

“When asked for more money, 
however, any citizen has a right 
to ask what the Board of Eddca- 
tion and the Superintendent have 
done with the money of the pre- 
vious bond issue, in fact. it is his 
civie duty to make such inquiry.

MOTHER OF IRRIGATION 

“But we have hardly scratched 
the surface of our agricultural re- 
sources. Year after year we have 
| brought new soils under the fence 
and the plow. Each year sees hun- 
dreds of thousands of new tracts 
taken up and made useful for man. 
We have, however, gone about as 
far as we can without the aid of 
outside capital. Our farmers when 
they first settled the State took up 
the emalier tracts, diverted the 
water, and fed it to the thirsty soil. 
We can go no farther because we 
must utilize these vast resources by 
the aid of @reater sums of money 
than we have. Hence the future 
must bring us ald either from the

Goats are much less subject to tubercu- 
losis than are cows. If they were kept 
cooped up, and fed artificial food, they also 
would get sick. 

Goat's milk contains iron, which is lack- 
ing in cow's milk. The globules of goat's 
milk are also nearer in size to the globules 
of human milk. 

The keeping of goats should be encour- 
aged—not for their glands, but for their 
milk, as food for infants deprived of

An odd trait of the stonecrops—one that 
is sure to strike a person who is interested 
enough to observe them—is the way in 
which the flower-stalks spring from the 
base. One would naturally expect them to 
come up out of the center of the rosette of 
leaves. But no, they spring from under the’ 
outer margin. Sometimes there is but a 
single flower-stalk, but two or three are not 
unusual, and sometimes as many as four or 
five are found. 


The Dudleyas Are the Wildest of 
the Stonecrops Family en 

HE stonectaps are models of floral sym- 
- metry, having sepals, petals, stamens, 
and pistils equal in number—five, except in 
a few cases, where theré are tel stamens. 
Several of them are monopetalous (petals 
united in a tube below.) but they are five- 
parted or distinctly fivelobed. Among these 
are the Dudileyas, of which we have more 
species in the wild than of any other sort 
of stonecrop. Until you get well acquainted 
with them, the Dudleyas give you. the im- 
pression that they are*not quite willing to 
fully open their flowers. This is because 
of the tubelike, vase-shaped corolla. In- 
deed, the whole flower is of vaselike shape, 
with graceful lines and elegant pose. The 
color-scheme of salmon-pinks, or combina-, 
tion of reds and yellows, is also striking and 
pleasing. 

The Dudleyas are the most plentiful, as 
well as among the most pleasing, of the 
California stonecrops. There are no com- 
mon names by which we may distinguish 
one from another, which is a pity, as sev- 
eral of them are distinctive enough for it. 
And | am sure if there were suitable com- 
mon names applied to them, they would be 
objects of much greater interest than they 
now are. As it is, I am compelled to use 
the botanical names in order to call particu- 
lar attention to those which I wish to single 
out. 

Dudleya pulverulenta—the specific name 
meaning “powdery,” from the floury bloom 
on the stock—is found very y 
throughout the chaparral belt. It exhibits 
a preference for the canyons, but is also 
often found on the ridges. Its salmon-tinted 
flowers are of such a distinctive hue as to 
be recognized by the tint alone—even when 
the observer is too far away to tell what 


and stalk are mealy-white with bloom, but 
the powdery “complexion” is soon lost with 
handling, revealing a perfectly smooth sur- 
face beneath. 

Dudieya farinosa is a twin sister of the 
foregoing, as to general shape and “floury 
complexion”—farinosa meaning floury—but 
the flowers are of a beautiful shade of yel- 
low. It is found on the south slope of the 
San Gabriel Mountains, mostly in the can- 
yons. I have never seen it elsewhere, al- 
though it may be in other sections of thé 
south. 


Both species of Dudleya I have mentioned 
are liberal bloomers, a single plant some-

grow the largest of our native stonecrops 
that I have ever seen. Some of the single 
rosettes measure nearly three feet across, 
and have coarse, heavy, yucca-like leaves. 
The general appearance of the plants sug 
gests the species pulverulenta—the same as 
the big Dudleyas that are so common in the 
canyons of the Santa Monica Mountainse— 
but the time when I saw them was in ad- 
vance of their flowering season, so the iden- 
tity of the species could not be determined. 
I may say, in passing, this Trabuco Canyon 
must be a famous place for the collector of 
stonecrops, as I saw there several different 
species, and they vie with the ferns in deco- 
rating the rocky walls. 


The Stylophyliums are among the most 
distinctive in form of all our stonecrops. 
The leaves are cylindrical, with a beautiful 
tapering point—the stylus-shape suggesting 
the generic name. The leaves are unusual- 
ly numerous for a stonecrop, too, and in 
some of the species grow so long and slen- 
der as to droop or hang down the face of 
the cliff—for we nearly always find them on 
steep, rocky walls. Densifiorum (thickly 
flowered) is a species of Stylophyllum in 
which the leaves have a silvery-white finish, 
with jist a suggestion of green, giving to 
the plant a charming complexion that at 
once sets it apart from any surrounding 
herbage. This plant loves the steepest and 
most rugged slopes on the shady side of the 
narrow canyons on the south flank of the 
San Gabriel Mountains. In Fish Canyon, 
near Azusa, just below the “Big Falls,” this 
o'd hen and her chicks cover great patches 
‘of nearly perpendicular cliffs so thickly as 
to make the rocks appear aa if they were 
hung with some sort of silvery drapery. 
The flowers are’ white, sometimes with a 
stight shade of pink in them, and are spread 
wide open when in full bloom—a habit that 
ie in rather striking contrast with the prac- 
tice of most of our stonecrops. 


The sea cliffs on Santa Catalina and the 
other Channel Islands are covered in places 
with another species of Stylophyllum (S. 
insulare) which resembles our mainiand 
species in general form, but the whole plant 
—stem, leaves and flowers—has a coarser 
look. Clinging in considerable numbers to 
the merest cracks on the face of the high 
cliffs, it adds much to their MThterest and at- 
tractiveness. And on the cliffs at La Jolla 
grows this same stylus-leaved stonecrop— 
or it may be one so nearly like it that I 
have not been able to note any difference. 


Southern California Has What is 
Known as the Bantam Stonecrop 


Sedums are the bantams of our 
stonecrops here in Southern California. 

So duinty of leaf and flower are they that 
we sometimes mistake them for Pursilanes, 
and often have to look twice before we are 
sure they are really stonecrops. They are 
not very plentiful with us, either, although 
they are more numerous in the north, and 
furnish by far the larger share of the stone- 
crops found east of the Rocky Mountains. 
They like a moister climate than is found 
on our foothills and im our valleys, so they 
have retreated to the higher mountain 


ridges and the upper parts of the canyons,

They are great lovers of the misty atmos- 
phere in the vicinity of waterfalls. Anyone 
who has visited Yosemite, and has taken 
tithe to note the vegetation on the cliffs and 
canyon walls about Vernal and other falls 
of the valley, must hafe noticed the numer- 
ous little stonecrops everywhere clinging by 
crack and crevice. One of these Yosemite 
species (Sedum obtusatum) grows around 
the top of Mt. San Gabriel in our region. It 
is yellow-flowered. Another dainty one of 
the same color (S. spathulifolium) I have 
seen in Coldwater Canyon, a high-up tribu- 
tary of Lytle Creek, on the east slope of 
Mt. San Antonio. 


The Public in Conimon Only Accepts 
Them as Flowers Tolerantly 
E stonecrops have not been 
accepted as “flowers” by the public, and 
only in a tolerant sort of way by many who 
think they are really interested in wild 
flowers. They are sort of looked upon as 
“just plants” of an odd and interesting 
shape, and that's all. Thére is far more to 
them than that. And it is with the hope of 
doing something toward giving them a 
higher standing as flowers, and as real orna- 
mental plants of the wild, that I am here 
devoting so much space to them. * They are 
worthy of much closer attention than they 
receive. 
As a group, they ar@ easy of identifica- 
tion. ‘-The stonecrop “style” is so distinc- 
tive and characteristic as to be almost un- 
mistakable. Anyone who knows the ~'tl- 
vated “Hen-and-Chiekens” should have no 
trouble at all in recognizing as belonging 
to the same group any of our wild stone- 
crops he may happen to rum across. He 
may not be able to tell the species. But 
that shouldn’t worry him any—even botan-

Following ig from a pamphlet by H. Val- 
ertine Knaggs, published in England, sev- 
eral years ago: 

“All vegetables of the leaf order are rich- 
ly supplied with mineral salts, and these 
salts possess the power of combining with 
and thus neutralizing acid and toxic ma- 
terial so that the waste poison can be 
passed out of the body, via the excretions. 
The instinct of animals, which drives them 
to fly to green stuff when ill, is thus seen 
to be consonant with oyt knowledge of 
physiology and chemistry. 

“Salad vegetables are the one ingredient 
et our regular diet which we cannot afford 
to omit from it. It serves no good purpese 
fo say that salad cannot be had, or that it is 
out of season during the winter months, for 
it is a mistake. Nature, supplemented by 
the gardener’s art, now grows salad for us 
in one form or another all the year round. 
All grocers keep salad materials in stock 
througliout the winter months. Every year 
the demand grows. Moreover, people are 
learning from the French to introduce more 
variety into salads by utilising neglected 
vegetables. It is sometinies asserted that 
salad is cold, indigestible food, wholly un- 
suited for cold weather, but this is a re- 
versal of the facts. 


“Expert diefftians have shown that the 
waste products in the body, which are chief- 
ly due to the breaking down of the proteids, 
fats and starches in foods which we eat, or 
to the disintegration of our tissues as a re- 
sult of work done, are of an acid nature. 
These acids must be eliminated from the 
system, otherwise our health will suffer and 
our tissues wil] become clogged with for- 
eign waste. Experience shows that the best 
form of food to prevent this accumulation 
of toxins is salad vegetables. 

“They are what is termed alkaline foods. 
When eaten freely and daily, an abundance

>» “Healthy blood must be slightly alkaline 
(opposite to acid) in order that the free 
elimination of waste acids can be accom- 
plished. The alkaline salts of vegetables 
bring about this beneficient purpose. Thou- 
sands of persons of the temperate zones 
are suffering from conditions akin to scurvy 
and anemia as a result of living too exclu- 
sively upon a diet of cooked and devitalized 


foods. 
» “My own experience shows me that the 
healthiest people in England are those who 
partake freely of some form of green salad 
food as a part of their daily menu. To 
some readers this idea may be quite new 
land strange. To them I would say: begin 
‘at once and put the statement to the test

“In an ordinary way cabbage, kale, broo

method to use the outer green leaves is to 
take about six of the outer leaves of a cab- 
bage or other coarse vegetable, cut out the 
central rib, roll firmly into a sort of rissole 
or tight cylinder, place on a board, then 
with a sharp knife cut downwards, paring 
off fine papenmlike shreds. Proceed in the 
same way with Brussels sprouts. A few 
leaves will furnish a plateful of green food 
made easy to eat, not tough, and very di 
gestible.

waterproof sleeping bags stood the test;

It was 
after dark that night that the pack train 


reached camp at timberline. All hands 
turned to help unpack, and in an incredibly 
short time each dunnage bag had been 
picked out of the dark by its owner, and the 
cook was calling us to a heartening supper 
of hot soup and hard tack. 

The trees here at timberline showed the 
effects of their hard struggle with wind and 
snow and bitter cold. The camp lacked the 
leafy luxuriance of the lower levels; and a 
few boys looked fondly back to the pleasant 
days at Little Kern Lake. But we were 
not embarked upon a mere enterprise of 
ease. We were out to meet the mountains 
on their own terms and to make the most of 
it. And we were to find that there were 
compensations in an inhospitable camping 
place.
